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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 9, 
2008 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
A thorough prior art search revealed no teaching or suggestion of an ultrasonic 
method or system including a step or an analytical processing means for calculating a 
displacement waveform of a region of interest (ROI) by applying a phased tracking 
method to the received plurality of wave signals, for changing a position and size of the 
region of interest (ROI) based on the calculated displacement waveform, for calculating 
the plurality of backscattering intensity signals during one pulsation of the heart and for 
measuring the plurality of backscattering intensity signals during one pulsation of a 
heart by using a scattering wave from the region of interest (ROI) in the heart based on 
the received plurality of wave signals or detecting a variation frequency of the measured 
plurality of backscattering intensity signals in one pulsation of the heart to obtain 
diagnostic data, said variation frequency being a frequency of tens to hundreds of Hz 
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and being superimposed over heart cyclic variations (CV), in combination with the other 
claimed elements or steps. 

Kanai et al. ("Real-time Measurements of Local Myocardium Motion and Arterial 
Wall Thickening", 1999 - previously cited) disclose a phased tracking method to track 
the movement of the heart wall and arterial wall (see Abstract). Their method and 
system comprises the steps of tracking instantaneous positions by calculating a 
displacement waveform using a phased tracking method and estimating the next 
instantaneous position using the calculated displacement waveform. Kanai et al. fail to 
disclose calculating a displacement waveform of a region of interest, and changing the 
position and size of the region of interest based on the calculated displacement 
waveform. They also are silent on calculating a plurality of backscattering intensity 
signals during one pulsation of the heart and measuring the plurality of backscattering 
intensity signals during one pulsation of a heart by using a scattering wave from the 
region of interest in the heart wall based on the received plurality of wave signals. 

Yamada et al. (EP 0383288 - previously cited) disclose an ultrasound diagnostic 
equipment for displaying an integrated backscatter (IB) of tissues of an object to be 
measured in an organ using scattering power or scattering power spectrum of blood 
(pg. 2, lines 6-9). Their system includes an integrated backscatter unit that may 
comprise an ROI-setting unit for designating an ROI and for activating a function of 
moving the ROI in accordance with a wall-movement. However, they do not disclose 
calculating a displacement waveform of a region of interest by applying a phased

tracking method to the received plurality of wave signals and changing the position and 
size of the region of interest based on a calculated displacement. 

It is noted that although Applicant does not discuss the Kanai et al. reference, 
which was applied against the claims as part of the combination, in Applicant's Remarks 
submitted on April 9, 2008, as discussed above, Kanai et al. do not teach or suggest the 
claimed invention.
